THE NEW CHINESE BIIA.. 


Tba Pacific Coast delegation hare 


perfected the new Chinese bill, and 
it wai presented to the House on 
Monday by Congressman Henley, of 
California. Tbe bill has two sections 
covering matters that come within 
the scope of tha old law. An amend- 
ment of Section 15 of the old law 
enacts that "the restriction proris- 
ions shall include all Chinese or 
Mongolians of whatever nation sub- 
jects, and from whatever country ar- 
riving in the United States." The 
amendment operates to upset the de- 
cision of the United States Circuit 
Court in Massachusetts, which al- 
lowed Chinamen to land because 
they were subjects of Great Britain 
and had resided at Hongkong, and 
makes clear the construction of 
Justice Field, who decided tbe op- 
posite at San Francisco. Section 4 
of the old law is amended by making 
more stringent provisions respecting 
the identification of Chinese retain- 
ing on certificates. The amendment 
provides that no Chinaman shall be 
landed on a roiirn certificate unless 
he is unmistakably the samo who re- 
sided in the country prior to tbe pas- 
sage of the original law.

insured. It is evident that the Re- 
publicans intend to use the unsettled, 
intolerant spirit recently—most un- 
fortunately for their opponents—ex- 
hibited at the South. The same in- 
tention of making these outrages 
prominent is also exhibited in the 
rtcent actions of the Union League 
regarding 
Southern 
Bourboinsm 


This league is the largest and strong 
est political organization in this 
country. It has at it control mill- 
ions of money, and has energy, 
shrewdness and brains enough be- 
hind it to make it terribly effective to 
accomplish what it proposes. The 
object of the league ia to overthrow 
Bourbon misrule in the South by 
seeking tbe support of Southern 
white men, who will aot in co-opera 
tion with colored voters to secure n 
fair count. To carry out auch it 
proposition a committee will 
bn 


selected, composed of nine of tho 
strongest men in the country, who 
will aot independent of the Republi- 
can National Committee to forco 
Southern outrages to tbe front and 
mold public opinion at the North.

President Arthur's third annual mes- 


sage to Congress on the business of the 
nation has been generally commended 
by the newspaper press. No candid 
person of either party, we believe, can 
read it through without increased re- 
spect for the good sense and honest in- 
tentions of the author. Tbe Presi- 
dent's State papers have all been ad- 
mirable. There is no doubt that they 
have done much to raise him iu the es- 
timation of the public. This document, 
like the regular, special and veto mes- 
sages which have preceded it, carries 
internal 
evidence 
of Mr. Arthur's 


thorough and independent study of the 
leading questions discussed, not less 
than of his prudent and conservative 
judgment. The President thinks for 
himself and forms his own conclusions; 
and his intelligent, quick appreciation 
of the needs of the pabho service has 
more than once surprised those who 
were disposed to picture aim as a 
rather easy-going Executive, glad to 
take his opinions ready-made from the 
advisers around him, and content on 
his own part to perform the outward 
duties of the office with dignity and de- 
corum. 


From the great mass of subjects of 


more or less urgent interest, but all re- 
quiring formal presentation to Congress, 
three btaua forth as of the fiist impor- 
tance to the country at this time. We 
refer to the question of tbe surplus aud 
of diminished taxation, the Mormon 
problem, and the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, enabling the Prqat- 
dent to veto separate items of an ap- 
propriation bill, while approving the 
measure as a whole.

He pointed out the 
imperative necessity of reducing the 
Government's revenues, aud suggested 
definite measures to that end. Con- 
gress followed Ins advice to a certain 
extent, and tho result is seen iu the 
figures supplied by Secretary Folger. 
J?or the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1881, the surplus had amounted to 
about $100,000,000, nnd for the flscul 
year 
1882 it leached 8145,000,000 


Last year tbe measures of reduction had 
cot tuktm effect, and the surplus was 
about $133.000,000. 
We now learn 


from the Treasury estimates that the 
excess of income over expenditure dur- 
ing the present year is likely to be $85,- 
000.000. Next year, figuring ori the 
basis of the existing tariff and internal 
revenue laws, it will reach $100,000,000 
again. In other words, the legislation 
of the last session has cut down the sur 
plus hfty or sixty million dollars. Is 
wise to attempt f uither reduction by at 
tacking either the tariff or the interna 
tuxes, while the effect of the present laws 
is not exactly measured? This is th 
most important question now befor 
Congress. The Piesident's opinion 
positive. He thinks that the presen 
session is not the time for any radioa 
revision of the existing laws. 


The Mormon question, as -we else 


where show, is becoming very urgent 
and is likely to occupy a consideriibl 
share of public attention during th 
next year or two. How shall the Gov 
ernment deal with the polygauusts? I 
is a well established fact that the legis 
liitiou already directed against the evi 
has proved an utter and hopeless fail 
ure. New plans for suppressing polyg- 
amy will be plenty in Congress this 
Winter. The President expects no sub 
stantial results, however, from effort 
on the present line of attack. The 
treatment which he suggests is heroic 
namely, the repeal of the Act establish- 
ing the present Territoral Government 
and the assumption by Congress of di 
root responsibility for the state of affairs 
in Utah. That would practically be de- 
claring Utah under martial law, sc fai 
as the impending war against polygamy 
is concerned. 


We have reckoned veto reform as one 


of the three leading topics in the Presi- 
dent's Message. We are convinced that 
no^more important question demands 
consideration by Congiess. 
Number 


lass jobs go through to enactment, and 
million of dollars pass out of the Treas- 
ury into the pockets of designing in- 
dividuals, simply because the President 
of the United States has not the power 
which the" Governor of_ New York exer- 
cises. The proposed a'mendment would 
almost doubie tr.e value of an honest 
Executive.

living out of wool growing, takes the 
time and pains to put befora your 
readers his private opinions as to the 
tariff imposed upon for sign wools. 
He 
says he does not approve of the action 
of the Wool Growers' Association in 
trying to restore th« tariff on imported 
wools. Then he goes on and tries to 
show, in a one-sided argument, how the 
wool business has had its ups and 
downs. In tho first place, he says, the 
extra 
duty imposed upon imported 


wools in 1867 gave temporary pros- 
perity to the wool growers, and at the 
aame time it preventnd our manufac- 
turers from purchasing certain grades 
of foreign wools, thus confining them 
to the manufacture of a few grades of 
goods Than again, he says, 00,000,000 
people, the best livers in the world, 
were shut up to themselves, and no for- 
eign wools being sold here, a uuiplua 
was created in foreign markets, and 
England, with free wool, could under- 
sell our merchants iu our own markets 
in all articles manufactured from wool. 
This, he says, helped to glut our al- 
rea-ly overstocked marlcet, not only in 
manufactured articles, but also iu raw 
wool. 


So we clearly see the gentleman errs 


not only in on* point, but is very 
poorly posted as to the difficulties 
which made the wooleu trade somewhat 
depressed at the period mentioned. He 
has the population of the United States 
greatly exaggerated, according to the 
statistical reports of I8(i7, and he should 
know that a high lifer will not stand 
aside for a few cents lariff if he wants 
material 
manufactured 
of n certain 


grade of foreign wool. Also, he admits 
that our markets weio overstocked at 
this time; and what in the name of jus- 
tice could we have done with the raw 
wool had there been no tariff at that 
time? 


As to England underselling us in our 


own market, it was not the price of 
wool, but the advantages of cheap labor 
that enabled her to come to our door 
and take the trade from our merchauts. 


High livers or low livars, no matter 


which, are bound to buy the best arti- 
cle for the least money, and as long as 
England and other foreign countries 
have the advantages of cheap labor, 
they are bound to take the lend in com- 
peting for the outside ti ado of the world. 


Should tho United Slates be as thick- 


ly populated as is England we would 
then say free wool, and bo able to com- 
pete with her for the woolen trade of 
the woild, but as lon|{ as there is bo 
much undeveloped and .uasettled coun- 
try for immigration to bring to a state of 
cultivation, we will have to protect our 
home industries and not try to over- 
reach ourselves in the commerce of the 
world. Our country ij yet in its in- 
fancy, and to try to do too much would 
be ruinous to us; we should advance 
gradually, und as we advance, fortify 
ourselves against our opponents. The 
wool industry, like all other industries, 
has its seasons of prosperity nud de- 
cline. Let us look out for our own in- 
terests, and, as chanty should begin at 
home, let us protect capital that is try- 
ing to build up and advance industries 
in the United States. 
, 


Should we increase in population and 


make advancements m proportion the 
next seventy live years as we have the 
past, then we will be able to have lab< r

second to no country in the world. 
When we arrive at that peiiod, then the 
ideas advanced wonld not bo opposed 
by a Wool Growers' Association, but 
would be favored by all; but to under- 
take to do that which we are not able is 
entirely out of the question, and upon 
reconsidering the matter the gentleman 
from Sonoma couuty will see the fallacy 
of his arguments.

INTO COUNTV MIRES. 


Ban Francisco Bulletin. 


Mining in Inyo county, California, 


bus been prosecuted to seme extent 
for many years, but heretofore under 
great disadvantages, owing to the 
ragged character of Ihe country and 
its distance from tho base of sup- 
plies. 
The tjounty is on the south- 


westerly boundary line of the State, 
south of Mono county 
It is a com- 


paratively wild region, rooky and 
volcanic in its character, though con- 
taining some good agricultural lands 
that have produced fruits and small 
grain in abundance and of fine qual- 
ity. The county is known to be well 
scf olied with mineral deposits, the 
principal OLOS being 
argentiferous 


galena, gold, copper, sulphur and 
tin. 
Thus far the principal mining 


districts are Carre Qordo, Kearsage 
and Darwin, 
The 
Cerre Qordo 


mines h ive f nrtaiihed from $10.000,- 
000 to #15,000,000 to the warld's sup- 
ply of bullion. 
It was here that the 


tirst deposits were thought to be 
pure silver, instead of argentiferous 
galena 
The Cerre Gordo mine has 


been worked down to the 900-foot 
level, and is still a promising claim 
The Ignacio mine is also a prominent 
claim in the same locality. 


THE NEW BAIIiBOAD. 


The recent completion of the Car- 


son and Colorado Railroad will do 
much to develop the mineral re- 
sources of Inyo county. This is a 
narrow guage road. It starts from 
Mound House, Nevada, between Vir 
ginia City and Carnon City, and 
after crossing the Nevada line pene- 
trates the most favorable portion of 
Inyo county, terminating at present 
at a station called Kecier, on Owens 
Lake, 300 miles from Mound House. 
The principal stations on the road 
are Belleville, Candelaria District, 
where are loe-ated the Northern Belle, 
Mt Diablo, Holmes and other bilver 
mines and the famous borax deposits. 
Thm comes Bishop Creek, around 
which there are said to be 50,000 
acres of as gor-d agricultural land as 
can be found any where. Next comes 
Big Pine and Monteznma 
At the 


latter place there are some good 
mines anJ smelting works, with large 
supplies of ores. 
Next comes Inde- 


pendence, where theru are a number 
of good mines and a 30-itamp mill 
Lone Pine is the next statiou'to the 
south, atid there are several claims 
there. Next cornea Swansea, where 
smelting works are being erected. 
Then 
Cerre Qordo, 
and 
finally 


Keeler, where the Owens Lake Mill 
and Mining Company haa a 10-stamp 
mill in operation. 


THE DISTRICT MEYOND. 


As before remarked, the road be- 


yond 
has been 
completed 
from 


Mound House to Keeler. 
This 


places that comparatively distant and 
hitherto unaccessible point on Owens 
Lake into direct communication with 
the more settled portions of the coun- 
try. Leaving Keelsr iu the morning, 
a man is able to breakfast the next 
morning at Keno and dine on that 
day at San Francisco, thus placing 
this city within about forty hours of 
the present terminus of the new nar- 
row gauge 
It is understood that 


the road has been largely built by 
D. O. Mills. 
The Superintendent 


of the road is 
H M. Yerington. 


Mr. Keeler, of Owens Lake, is now 
in this city. He informs na that it is 
the intention of the projectors of the 
road to continue it to the Colorado 
River, passing probably 
through 


Panamint Valley nnd Death Valley, 
aud strike a point on ihn river sev- 
eral miles from the Needles. Darwin 
is 24 miles southeast of Keeler, and 
will form an important station on 
tbe route as extended. 
There are 


several well known mines at Darwin, 
including the New Coso, Defiance, 
Lucky Jim, Christmas Qift and 
nthers;also two furnaces. Some rich 
copper deposits have also been dis- 
covered ic that locality, with ledges 
40 to 50 feet wide and average 20 per 
cert, pure metal. Plans for working 
these deposits are now under consid- 
eration. 


The^Ophir election will take plaice 


to-day. The stock advanced to 16% 
yesterday, and proxies are in demand 
at 85 per share. The stock will 
probably recede back to the old 
figures, before there will ba another 
contest for control.
